There seem to be as many wom- 
an snipers in Poland as men, pos- 
sibly more. German troops were 
raked by machine-gun fire from a 
forest on one side of a country 
road near the town of Sieradz, the 
other day. The Germans silenced 
the machine gun. Beside it they 
found two peasant women, its op- 
erators, both of whom had _ been 
killed by the German fire. In Lodz 
a 74-year-old woman shot from a 
window in a tenement: house and 
killed a German dispatch rider in 
the street below. 

Some of the snipers are Polish 
soldiers, left behind deliberately by 
the retreating army, German offi- 
cers say. Some of these men have 
even tried to disguise themselves, 
possibly to escape the automatic 
penalty for sniping, by dressing as 
women. 

But the fate of the franctireur 
is as certain as the fate of the spy 
regardless of sex. It is execution 
by the firing squad for those who 
escape instantaneous death in the 
devastating reply of the hand gre- 
nades, the machine guns, the field 
pieces and the bombers. Hundreds, 
and possibly thousands, of Poles 
have met this fate since the war 
began.

Tells Belgian Ambassador He 
Hopes to Show People New 
Way Before War Spreads. 


CASTEL GANDOLFO, eitaly, 
Sept. 14 (AP).—Pope Pius XII told

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How War Affects Life 
‘Of Average London Man 


Morning-to-Night Summary of Activities 
of Suburban Resident Who Works 
in City Office. 


By DREW MIDDLETON 
LONDON, Sept. 14 (AP).—Day 
by day the number of Government 


“controls” grows and the long arm 
of Whitehall reaches into the sim- 
plest homes as Britain arrays its 
food, gasoline and other supplies 
for war. 

Here is an average day in the life 
of an average Londoner: 

He gets up early mainly because 
the nightly blackout sends him to 
bed early. He sees his children off 
to school before he leaves for work, 
their gas masks slung over their 
shoulders. 

He lives in the suburbs and his 
wife used to drive him to the train 
in their tiny car each morning. 
Gasoline rationing has not started 
yet but even so they are not using 
their cars. Gasoline, about 40 cents 
a gallon in peace time, will be even 
higher in wartime. 

So the average Londoner. walks 
to the train, his gas mask bumping 
against his hip. The train service, 
once the pride of loyal suburban- 
ites, is uncertain. He waits 13 min- 
utes for his 8:25. 

In town, he walks from the sta- 
tion.to the office. He used to take 
a bus or subway, but now the serv- 
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ice is restricted. 

His business day is not the same 
either. He is an air raid warden 
for his building and he has to at- 
tend a conference with other war- 
dens in the vicinity. 


Even the building has changed 
Sandbags are piled up to the sec- 
ond story and the windows are cov- 
ered with cellophane or criss- 
crossed with tape to prevent shat- 
tering. 


This average man used to get a 
big lunch each day at a Strand 
restaurant. The retail price is the 
same but restaurateurs, buying 
wholesale, now have to pay 10 per 
cent more. The lunch is light. 


Most of the beef is going to the 
army and so our man compromises 
on salmon. 


“Salmon is up, too. We haven't 
been able to buy any,” says the 
waiter. 

The order is changed to an om- 
elet. 

When this Londonet gets home 
his wife is putting curtains over 
the windows for the blackout. It is 
an expensive job. Ten yards of 
the black cloth costs the equiv- 
alent of about three dollars. 

While his wife prepares supper, 
our man works in the garden. His 
evening newspaper tells him, “Dig 
for Victory!” He dutifully plants 
vegetables in his small plot. 

He comes in to dinner. No beef. 
His wife found she had to order 
it before 9 o’clock in the morning 
and didn’t make it. She goes down 
the list. Tongue is up. Ham is 
up. Eggs are up. The grocer 
says it is not his fault. He has to 
pay more, too. 

Our man sits up after his wife 
has gone to bed and figures things 
out: food costs more, gas mask 
containers for four cost a bit, new 
winter clothes for the wife and 
children, more materials to black 
out his little house so the air raid 
warden will not find cause for 
complaint—or e stiff fine. 

Moreover, our Londoner may be 
called soon to the colors. 

He looks out at the searchlights 
stabbing the sky and then goes to 
bed—in the dark.

Raid By 21 Bombers. |

Soap Box Seat on Train. 

I came up here on a train from’ 
Hungary—a passenger train, but it! 
was made up of freight cars, flat 
ones at that. My seat was a soap-| 
box.

soldiers. |

Old Stuff. 


THE NATIONAL BOXING 
Association recently -promulgat- 
ed a ruling to the effect that 
when a fighter fails to answer 
the bell for a round, the result 
shall be construed a knockout in 
the round that was about to be- 
gin, and not in the round pre- 
vious. 

That’s old stuff. It always has 
prevailed, as long as this writer 
recollects. There is also another 
traditional procedure relating to 
knockouts completed during the 
intermission but begun during 
the actual fighting time, 

The most conspicuous example 
was the Willard-Dempsey fight 
at Toledo in 1919. In the third 
round Willard was knocked to 
the floor. As the count was in 
progress the bell rang. 

The badly punished champion 


| was hauled to his chair and first 


aid administered. Before half 
the intermission period had 
passed it was seen that Willard 
was through. His chief second, 
Ray Archer, tossed a towel into 
the ring. 

But the bell starting the fourth 
round had not been rung—and 
so the fight officially ended in 
the THIRD round.

Runs sifted across the plate while 
throws were made to first base, 
the only apparent objective of 
all concerned seemingly being 
to get the game over as soon 
as possible. 


In There Trying. 


The front office has tried to do 
something about it. When the 
season opened it seemed that the 
future had definite possibilities, 
There was Johnny Berardino from 
San Antonio; Myril Hoag and 
Joe Glenn from the Yankees; Hal 
Spindel from the coast.

Barnes and DeWitt tried to 
bolster the club morale by re- 
appointing Manager Haney for 
another year. They offered the 
players a substantial bonus, a 
jackpot of $10,000 to be divided 
if the boys could climb to sixth 
place.

What is ahead? There are no 
outstanding players on the minor 
league clubs controlled by the 
Browns. Trades? ‘Those made 
thus far haven’t accomplished 
anything, though most of them, 
at the time, seemed to be for the 
best. 


Manager or Players. 


From what we have seen of 
Haney, we can hardly place the 
blame for the Brownie slump on 
his shoulders. His baseball seems 
to be sound enough. He never 
has had a stalwart relief man 
in the bull pen to save a game, 
and so it is hardly fair to criti- 
cise him because his manipula- 
tion of the pitching staff has 
been unfortunate. He has gone 
through the motions of changing 
pitchers,. but usually the fans 
knew, as he did, that there was 
no important reason to expect the 
relief man to be “more effective 
than the faltering starter.

BERLIN, Sept. 14 (AP).—A com- 
mentary which usually presents 
the German Foreign Office opinion} 
today attributed to President 
Roosevelt, in his interpretation cf 
the Monroe Doctrine, an attitude 
“unfair and unchivalrous, to say 
nothing of being unneutral.” 

At the same time observers saw 
in publication of a German contra-

The comment on President 
Roosevelt’s attitude appeared in 
Deutsche Diplomatisch - Politische 
Korrespondenz as part of the Ger- 
man reaction to Canada’s declara- 
tion of war last Sunday by which 
the Dominion threw her resources 
to the side of Great Britain against 
Germany. Canada’s declaration, i 
said, placed the President in an 
“awkward” position. 

‘To Abide by Recognized Rules. 
Officials emphasized, that there 
was to be no “unrestricted subma- 
rine campaign”—that is, they said, 
German submarines would not sail 
all seas ruthlessly sinking every 
ship falling within the vision of 
their periscopes. 
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Pravda’ - eritiéiem was contained 
in an editorial analyzing “the inner 
causes of Poland's military defeat” 
which, it said, has entailed the loss 
for Poland of “practically all her 
political and economic centers.” 
Reasons for Defeat. 

“One finds it difficult,” it as- 
serted. “to explain such a quick de- 
feat only by superiority of German 
military technique and military or- 
ganization and by lack of effective 
assistance to Poland on the part 
of Great Britain and France.” 
The editorial then declared that 
the causes of defeat “are rooted in 
the first place in the inner weak- 
nesses of contradictions of the Pol- 
ish state.”

Senator Van Nuys is one of the members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee who shelved 
the proposal of Secretary Hull to revise the Neu- 
| trality Act at the last session of Congress. Van Nuys 
| now says he will support a cash-and-carry plan for 
| the sale of arms, if it is properly safeguarded. 
| He and other Senators, both Republican and Dem- 
'ocratic, realize a grievous mistake was made by the 


‘last Congress in not anticipating the war, and they 
want to correct that mistake as soon as possible. 

We are going to hear a lot of talk, however, from 
| the Borah group that a repeal of the arms embargo 
| will put us into the war on the side of the Allies. 

No one should be frightened or misled by such 
talk. If it is going to take us into the war to 
| sell arms to England and France, then it is equally 
| dangerous to sell them anything else, yet no responsi- 
| ble person is so foolish as to propose that we attempt 
| to place a total embargo. 
| What is the difference between selling arms to the 
Allies and selling them other types of things which 
are just as essential to the conduct of a war? As 
the Acting Secretary of War put it the other day, to 
embargo shipments of munitions to England and 
France is “very nearly equivalent to presenting Ger- 
many with an Atlantic fleet.” 

Since when must a great neutral nation close 
‘its doors to purchasers? It is the historic right 
| of neutrals to trade with any and all warring na- 
| tions. Sweden, Switzerland, the Netherlands, Nor- 
'way, Denmark and various South American coun- 
‘tries did so in the last war without becoming 
involved. Russia, despite the new friendship with

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CANADA AND THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

The announcement of the British Government that 
Canada’s status as a belligerent is different from that 
of the other British dominions at war, because of 
President Roosevelt's speech last summer at Kings- 
ton, Ontario, requires close examination, especially 
in the Hight of the President’s prompt indorsement of 
the British communique. 

President Roosevelt said at Kingston: “I give to 
you assurance that the United States will not stand 
idly by if domination of Canadian soil is threatened 
by any other empire.” 

The President’s assertion that this offer of protec- 
tion was merely a restatement of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, as it was generally understood when it was 
promulgated in 1823, will hardly bear scrutiny. Presi- 
dent Monroe’s message explicitly differentiated be- 
tween the protection we pledged the independent 
portions of the Western Hemisphere and the portions 
which were “colonies or dependencies of any Euro- 
pean Power.” 

It is absurd to assume that the Monroe Doctrine 
puts the United States in the position of saying to 
any North American dominion: “You may feel free 


‘to join your mother country in making war upon 


another foreign nation and still expect the United 
States to protect you from reprisals.” 

In the light of the capital which the British Gov- 
ernment is seeking to make of the President’s state- 
ment at Kingston, that statement requires careful 
definition. 

If it is taken to mean that the United States will 
not tolerate the conquest and annexation of Canada 
by another Power, it certainly represents the deter- 
mined attitude of the American people. If, on the 
other hand, it is taken to mean that the United States 
would view it as a hostile act for Germany to shell 
or bomb a Canadian port, it does not represent the 
American idea of neutrality. 

As long as we profess to be a neutral Power, we 
cannot be even inferentially in the position of pro- 
tecting any belligerent against counterattack by 
another belligerent. This attitude should be made 
plain both in London and Berlin.

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AN ATTACK ON FOOD AND DRUG LAW REFORM. 

A vigorous ldbby representing a minority of manu- 
facturers fought tooth and nail to prevent the long- 
needed food and drug law reform which Congress 
enacted last year. After its passage, the lobbyists 
began a sniping campaign to weaken the law. They 
succeeded in getting the enforcement date of certain 
vital sections postponed from last July 1 to next 
Jan. 1, Now an effort is under way to knock out 
the provision for listing ingredients on labels, an 
important item of consumer protection. 

The American Bottlers of Carbonated Beverages 
have launched this drive. They have petitioned the 
Food and Drug Administration for exemption from 
the provision, on the ground that placing the data 
on bottle labels is~ impracticable. The ingredients 
of soft drinks—sugar, flavoring and fizz water—are 
assuredly no profound trade secret. Obviously, the 
idea is to insert an entering wedge for eliminating 
this valuable requirement in all fields. For if the 
bottlers get their way, every phase of food, drug 
and cosmetic manufacture will be justified in mak- 
ing the same demand. 

Many bottlers have begun compliance with the law, 
so there can be no great difficulty in meeting its 
terms. The Food and Drug Administration is on 
the alert to defend ‘its gains, and to carry out its 
policy of seeing that the consumer knows what he 
is getting. The Drug Trade News says: “Because 
bottlers are so numerous, widely scattered through- 
out the country and existent in every community, 
their political strength is great.” This means that 
Congress will also have to be on guard and deter- 
mined to resist lobby pressure, lest its good work 
for the people’s health and budgets be wrecked.

Conservation Commission in fishing reg- 
ulations for the coming year, and I'd like 
to add mine. Let me hasten to add, how- 
ever, that my criticism contains some re- 
verse English. It is my firm contention 
that the restrictive measures so far taken 
by the commission are insufficient to meet 
the emergency which now exists, and that 
unless more is done than has been done to 
date, fishing in our Ozark streams and 
lakes is practically doomed. 

I am a bass fisherman—and the bass is 
by far our most important Ozark game fish. 
Short of dynamite and the gig, I’m not too 
particular about the means employed by 
sportsmen in taking bass. The fly, the bait- 
casting outfit, live minnows or crawfish— 
all are legitimate, and during the past sea- 
son I have, upon occasion, used all of them. 

I have fished the Current, Black, North, 
Fork, White, Eleven Points and many small- 
er streams. That still leaves the St. Fran- 
cois, Osage, Niangua, Lake of Ozarks, Gas- 
conade and Piney—which are all fished hard 
by other fishermen who will bear me out in 
this statement: 

Our Missouri waters are, as of this 1939 
season, fished out almost to the point of 
utter depletion. ; 


T recent has been considerable criticism of 


What’s the reason?) Too many fishermen. 
Roads built by PWA and CCC that make the 
streams more accessible and leave less and 
less unfished water. Outboard motor boats 
that ply the streams constantly and, dur- 
ing the hatching season, wash out countless 
millions of eggs from the nests of bass and 
other game fish. Dynamite and the gig, 
to which our Ozark natives are still all too 
partial. Deforestation, which fills the 
streams with gravel and destroys the nat- 
ural cover which game fish require. All 
these are contributing factors, but there 
are others of even greater importance. 

Let’s start out from a new angle. No 
matter how hard a stream is fished, if you 
remove only the surplus fish over and above 
the number required to replenish the water 
through normal breeding and hatching, then 
you won't fish out that stream. With that 
as a premise, let’s consider a number of 
possibilities: 

1, Bass breed and hatch according to wa- 
ter temperature and flood conditions. In 
late seasons, for example, they are hatching 
clear up to the end of July, During such 
Seasons, a June 1 opening date means that 
for six to eight weeks most of the bass 
caught are either females carrying their 
eggs or males guarding the nests in which 
eggs have been deposited, with the result 
that many millions of eggs and fry are de- 
stroyed. More millions, in fact, than could 


possibly be produced artificially for stock- | 


ing these waters. — 

The logical conclusion is that the com- 
mission should set the opening date for the 
bass season each year, depending upon local 
conditions as reported by the conservation 
agents. This would result in the hatching 
of a normal supply of young bass,

at least, we will have a few bass of breed- 
ing size (say from nine to 12 inches) left. 
These are the two main reasons why, in 
my opinion, the black bass is rapidly dis- 
appearing from Missouri waters. We fish 
hard through most of the breeding season, 
catch all the bass of breeding size and do so 
little restocking as to be negligible, when 
the total area of our waters is considered. 


To bring back our fishing is not going’ 


to be easy. It is going to require the ac- 
tive co-operation of sportsmen, guides, na- 
tives who live in the neighborhood of our 
streams and lakes, and of enforcement 
officials. 


It will have to come about through a pro- 
gram based on the following points: 

1. Seasons to be set locally each year by 
the Conservation Commission to allow am- 
plé hatching time, depending upon water 
conditions. 

2. Raising of the size limit, preferably to 
12 inches, to insure some breeding stock 
being left in the streams. 

3. Setting aside of certain streams and, 
possibly, areas in all streams to be used 
as breeding grounds—with fishing prohib- 
ited at all times. 

4. Strong enforcement of laws governing 
gigging, seasons and size limits, and pre- 
vention of dynamiting and similar prac- 
tices, plus the successful prosecution of 
law violations. 

5. Regulation of the use of motor boats 
on streams during the breeding and hatch- 
ing season. This is not as impractical as 
it sounds, as these boats are used almost 
100 per cent by guides and farmers whose 
livelihood depends in whole or in part upon 
the fishing. 

6. A program of artificial propagation of 
bass and other native game fish for restock- 
ing purposes. 

7. A program to be worked out with vari- 
ous agencies—Forest Service, CCC and State 
and county governments for the betterment 
of stream and lake conditions. 

8. A program of conservation education 
in the schools of Missouri and in the press. 

These are undoubtedly the lines along 
which the Conservation Commission is 
working, but it is going to have to put con- 
siderable steam behind these plans or fish- 
ing for game fish in Missouri will become a

Germany Promises Indemnity for 
Shooting Down Dutch Plane. 

THE HAGUE, Sept. 14 (AP).— 
The German envoy to The Hague, 
‘1}Count Zech von Burkersroda, told 
Netherlands Foreign Minister Eelco 
N. Van Kleffens today the German 
Government would pay indemnity 
for a Netherlands naval plane shot 
down off the North Sea coast. 

Netherlands officials said the 
plane was shot down in Netherlands 
territorial waters. The flyers were 
rescued by a German war plane and 
landed at the German island of 
Norderney. 

After the shooting, the German 
plane was said to have recognized 
the nationality of the disabled craft 
,; and to have come down beside it, 
rescuing four slightly injured mem- 
bers of its crew. 

The high command's report said 
another Nazi plane alighted to help 
in the rescue but was swamped by 
the sea and had to be beached on 
Ameland Island. 

According to the German ver- 
sion, the Netherlands piloot was 
blinded by the sun and was headed 
directly toward the German plane. 
The German crew, believing they 
were being attacked, fired. 

The Netherlands Coast Guard 
seized a German seaplane off the 
north coast of Netherlands yester- 
day for entering the country’s ter- 
ritorial waters and violating its 
neutrality, the Government an- 
nounced.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 (AP),— 
President Roosevelt decreed today 
stringent regulations for aircraft 
flights over the Panama Canal 
Zone, 

An executive order created the 
“Canal Zone military air space res- 
ervation” which includes territorial 
waters within the three-mile limit 
off both entrances of the canal. 

The order barred all flights unless 
specifically euthorized by either the 
Civil Aeronautics Authority or the 
State Department. It prescribed de- 
tailed routes which must be fol- 
lowed, and directed that cameras 
be sealed. Foreign planes must be 
escorted by warplanes of the canal 
garrison, , 

President Roosevelt put the canal 
under military rule last week, when 
the War Department ordered troop 
reinforcements for the garrison. 
Major-General David L, Stone, army 
commander, was given full author- 
ity and already has put guards on 
all ships making. the transit and 
increased safety measure at such 
vulnerable points as locks.

Far from uncommon, however, in 
the United States, when careful ob- 
servations are made, gout is found 
with increasing frequency. And not 
only in the special clinics that rep- 
resent the higher income groups 
of the population which might be 
supposed to indulge in high living, 
but in genera’ hospitals where the 
nutritional intake has been close to 
the danger point, gout is found, 

American physicians have a ten- 
dency to overlook gout. Of 100 pa- 
ients so. diagnosed at the Mayo 
Clinic, only 12 had had the diagno- 
sis suggested before admission. 

Gout has a great variety of mani- 
festations. The classical picture of 
an acute, excruciating pain in the 
great toe is only one of them. The 
second place of election after the 
toe is in the elbow. My neighbor 
around the corner, a retired physi- 
cian from Philadelphia, has never 
had it anywhere but in his shoulder. 
Vague pains along tendons, in the 
ankles and the wrist are likely to 
be gouty. 

That is why patients call their 
gout, “my gout.” It is individual to 
them, and not like any other case. 
Gouty people like to talk about 
their symptoms as much as victims 
of recent operations. I ought to 
know; I have joined in often 
enough. 

Old Thomas Sydenham, the En- 
glish Hippocrates, had so much gout 
that he wrote a treatise on the 
subject.

HERE is a mistaken notion 
T arout pets for children abroad 

in the land, and the animals 
that fall into that unfortunate class 
must be relieved, spared of the 
suffering they now endure, 

Little children of three to five; 
roughly measuring, should not be 
allowed to have pets. They do not 
understand about taking care of 
them and they have no idea of the 
meaning of the word “cruelty.” 
They squeeze the life out of kit- 
tens and wee helpless chicks with- 
out a quiver of the eyelid and they 
calmly sit down on a puppy and 
ignore his anguished appeals for 
mercy. 

That kind of experience does not 
teach little children kindness to an- 
imals, something every civilized hu- 
man being should understand fully. 
Because they are unmoved by an 
animal’s pain, they get that wooden 
notion that animals don’t count in 
their minds, and it is hard to get 
out again. I am sure that the peo- 
ple who leave their dogs and cats 
on the street when they move or go 
away on a trip were trained in that 
wooden-headed fashion. Otherwise 
how could they leave a pet animal 
homeless and go blithely on their 
way? I am sure they have that 
same blank spot in their minds to- 
ward helpless creatures that they 
had in the days of their infancy,

ing. But little ones of 3 and of the 
immaturity of that age class, can- 
not assume such responsibility and 
so cannot have enriching experi- 
ences in that relation. For them, 
no live pets whatever. 

Some parents think that irre- 
sponsible children:-can be helped 
to reponsibility by having the care 
of a pet. Sometimes that works, 
but oftener it does not because the 
child whose lack of responsibility is 
so marked as to demand special at- 
tention usually needs something 
more fundamental than the care of 
a pet. I would give a dog or a 
pony or a goat to a boy or girl who 
had proved a sense of responsibility 
by his or her behavior rather than 
bestow one on the child who lacked 
it. 
Once a child has a pet he should 
take care of it as far as he is 
physically and mentally able to do 
so. He can comb and brush him, 
feed and water him, exercise him, 
play and talk with him, and he 
should do so. If his mother must 
feed and clean and tend the pet 
he should be given to some child 
ready for the task. 

The point of importance in this 
matter of pets for children is the 
effect that the companionship of 
the pet has on the character of the 
child. If he is cruel to the help- 
less creature dependent upon him, 
his character is being injured every 
day he has the power over the ani- 
mal, If he is kind, friendly, affec- 
tionate and careful in all his rela- 
tions to his pet then he is profit- 
ing richly by the association, and it 
should be encouraged.

UTCH SCHULTZ was marked

mob sensed that his number 
was about up—except Schultz.

left me weak, 

The only question was from 
what direction the bullets would 
come, Schultz’s own mobsters 
hated him because he clipped them, 
humiliated them and laughed in 
their faces. He forfeited a chance 
for a lasting peace’ with the down- 
town mobs when he disposed of Bo 
Weinberg, for years his most trust- 
ed and faithful accomplice. And 
his noisy arrogance and notoriety 
made him a menace to the whole 
underworld. He gave the mobs a 
bad name. 

The Dutchman kept alert guard, 
watching out for avengers, for a 
short time after he got rid of Bo, 
but as the weeks wore on he got 
careless.

Abba Dabba, who fixed 
the numbers for the policy racket, 
had just flown in from Cincinnati, 
and Abe Landau had brought over 
to the Dutchman a complete set 
of figures that showed the cash 
results of Abba Dabba’s wizardry. 
During the preceding seven weeks 
the policy players had paid a 
total of $827,253.54 into the \lot- 
tery, and had been permitted to 
win back $313,711.99. Even with 
lavish withdrawals and expenses, 
the seven weeks showed a cash 
surplus of $148,000.

ENGEANCE for Bo Weinberg’s
